A Chimerical Americunzation Scheme. 


Robert Olyphant, president of (he Sons of the American 


Revolution, has what will appear to some as rather extravagant 
ideas of the value of the radio-telephone as an agency for 
Americanization. 
His theory is .based on facts which he 


enumerates as follows: "We have many groups of foreign- 
born citizens. They come from almost every part of the 
world,/so that this country resembles a veritable Tower of 
Babel'so far as language is concerned. These groups when 
they come to this country generally settle down in a particular 
place. Those who follow, of the same group, invariably go to 
the same city,-and even to the same section of the city that 
has been populated by people of the same race. 
We have 


entire sections peopled by those of different 
nationalities. 


Spaniards, French, Russians a nd many others live apart, and 
when they, speak !o each other they do so in their mother 
tongue. They read newspapers and books printed in the lan- 
guages of the countries in which they were born." 


Thai this is, to a large extent, true of the great cities will be 


admitted, biit il is not true of the country as a whole. In the 
smaller cities, in the villages and the country districts, while 
there may be a litjle grouping of foreigners in spots, the rule 
is that the immigrants mix with the communities in which 
they, live, working with English-speaking people, and theii 
children attend English-speaking schools and grow up as

He says: "The radio-telephone, in my opinion, 


will penetrate this'almost impassable barrier. The voice speak- 
ing the English language and the voice propagating American 
ideals and literature will go into the homes of these foreign- 
born citizens. They will be listening to the wireless voice and 
benefiting by it whether they want to or not.'! .

fired" into the air mixer. 


If the gas flame pops when 


you turn it off, your burner is 
not regulated properly. 


Do not heat more water than 


you need.

hot water.
